On October 31, Edmonton had incurred a debenture liability of 
$5,928,205, of which $2,080,189 represented general debt, $2,906,194 debt 
incurred on account of public utilities, and $941,822 the debt on account 
of local improvements. 

The total liability of the city on_all. © counts’ was 
$6,169,264, and the city’s total assets wére $6,325,235. 

The item of $0,837.60 in the statement of assets, for the new sewer 
and water and power schemes, represents the sum which © has been 
devoted during the -past year to obtaining information which shall be 
of use to the city in designing its future system of sewerage and of 
water supply, and also the sum devoted to the investigation of the 
possibilities of the Athabasca river as a source of hydro-electric power. 
For this expenditure the city has to show the report of Alex Potter, C. 
E., on the sewerage and water system, and the report of Engineer John 
S. Fielding, C. E., on the Grand Rapids power scheme. 

The item of 75,250 for hospitals represents property which is not 
actually owned by the city, although a first mortgage is held (?) on the 
Royal Alexandra hospital building and stock,

Just a few weeks before he was io 
occupy his palatial $50,000 residence 
at the corner of Fourth and Victoria, 
which is probably the most claborate- 
lly planned residence in the city, Geo. 
‘Hutton, one of Edmonton's oid timers, 
died very suddenly at his home, 35 
Rice street, Saturday evening. 

So sudden was ‘his death and so 
strange the circumstance, that death 
was at first attributed to poisoning. A 
later examination‘ however, settled the 
fact that death:had been due to heart 
failure, from which Mr. Hutton had 
suffered for some years. 

Geo. Hutton was one of the best 
known old-timers in the Edmonton 
district. He came west from his home 
in Collingwood about thirty years ago, 
and took up farming in Alberta. At 
| the time of his death he owned a large 
jfarm of 1800 acres in the Sturgeon 
| district, 
| ‘Twelve years ago Mr. Hutton mov- 
led into the city, where he owned 
‘large holdings. He lived on Rice street 
‘from that time till his death. Two 
years ago he took out a permit for a! 
big residence ion Fourth street, and 
‘elaborated the plans of this house as 
‘construction proceeded. The ° resi- 
jdence is a massive stone and. brick 
one, worth nearly $50,000. 

Mr. Hutton was 58 years of age this

At the present time Mr. Billings 
owns the two fastest trotters in the 
country, both to sulky and to wagon. 
lou Dillon's record to sulky being 
1.58%, Ulhan’s, 1.5814, while tie 
inare’s record to wagon is 2,00, while 
the gelding’s 2.01, but) he wants to 
own a trotter that holds a record to 
wagon better than 2.00. At Memphis 
in 1908 Mr, Billings drove Lou Dillon 
a mile with a cunner dn front of her in 
2,00, while last summer in the first 
time he ever pulled a rein over Uhlan 
in a regular public trial the champion 
wrested the crown held for several 
years by Major Delmar for the fastest 
wagon performance by a trotting geld- 
ing. Major Delmar’s mark was 
2.0334, while that of Uhlan was 2.0234. 

At Readville Uhlan started against 
the track record of 2.021%, and hitched 
toa wagon he negotiated the two-min- 
ute track in 2.0214. The track was 
heavy that day, while the weather con- 
ditions were far from ideal. Later at 
Hantford, Uhdan ovas again started to 
wagon to lower the track record of 
2.03% held by Hamburg Belle, and he 
stepped a mile in 2.01%, the final quar- 
ter being ‘reeled off in 29 seconds, Ac- 
cording to Doc. Tanner, that was Uh- 
lan’s best performance, nothwithstand- 
ing that he trotted in 1.5834 to sulky 
earlier in the year, In making that 
statement, Tanner of course, takes in- 
to consideration the condition of the 
track and weather conditions on the 
day the mile was trotted.

IS AMBITIOUS 


Big Australian Now Mentioned 
as the Latest White Man's

Hope 


Sydney, Australia, Jan. 30—The 
search for a white man capable of 
wresting the world’s heavyweight 
championship from the present title- 
[Rote sack Johnson—has been go- 
ng on for some months, but with little 
success as first class boxers among 
{the big men are very scarce, sO scarce 
in fact, that none of them is given 
even a look in by men who know and 
follow the game. Hugh D. Melutosh, 
the Australian promoter, who is now 
in London, has been holding elimin- 
ation contests with a view to picking 
out a man to put against the colored 
champion, but so far the results do 
not appeal to the sport-loving people, 
although Bill Lang and Al. Kaufman 
may develop into better men, and 
some have hopes of Bombadier Wells, 
but only slight ones. 
The man who may be ‘brought for- 
ard and who really could be de- 
pended upon is none other than Rich- 
ard Arnst, the champion oarsman_ of 
the world, and who was champion 
cyclist of Australasia at one time. Mr. 
Ainst has authorized the statement 
that he wil consider a contest with 
Jack Johnson, providing that, after 
several weeks of sparring with compe- 
tent men he believes he can learn the 
yvame properly and prove himself a 
worthy and capable challenger for the 
title. 


Already Started Work. 

The fact is that Mr. Arnst has al- 
ready started “feeling himself out” for 
just such an emergency, and has been 
boxing privately for some time with 
men who know.the game from A to Z, 
among ‘his uttors being “Snowy” Ba- 
ker, the Australian professor; Jimmy 
Clabby, the clever American welter- 
veight, and Ray Bronson, the Ameri- 
can lightweight. He will also work 
with Billy Papke, the middleweight, 
and Cyclone Johnny Thompson. 

People over there who are intimate- 
ly acquainted with Arnst have the ut- 
most confidence in his ability to make 
good, for, they remember how he fool- 
edithem all when he took up sculling. 
Arnst ‘became one of the greatest cy- 
clists in Australia and New Zealand, 
finally winning all the big stakes and 
handicap events. Then he turned 
around and learned how to row, and 
became the world’s champion, al- 
though experts ridiculed the idea when 
he first started to lenn to raw, claim- 
ing that no man who had been 
brought up around the “sheds” could 
ever accomplish such a feat.

Lieut.-Colonel 
Stacey of the British army, who ar- 
rived here on the: Makura, is now én 
Alberta‘and Saskatchewan’ making ar- 
rangements: with the aborigines and 
it is expected that -he will be success- 
ful in securing a band. 

In the Antipodes the residents have 
never seen the Red Man of the Can- 
adian plains, who. have formed the text 
for many writers who have become 
famous in dealing: with the peculiar- 
ities and natural instincts of the In- 
dian.

The 
Indians will wear the garments with 
which ‘they? are. generally aceredited 
with garbing. themselves, including 
igaudy blankets, head pieces of fea- 
thers and moccasins and carry their 
tomahawks besides painting their 
faces with natunal diyes.

There was no such thing as electric 
light, the gas that was used being of 
a very poor quality. 

The dead-carts were bad enough in 
themselves, but their terrors were in- 
tensified because of the gloom and 
darkness in which mos of their work 
was done, It was a gruesome sight 
to watch ihe men coming out of some 
fatal, narrow doorway, carrying their 
dismal burdens with them, and sho v- 
ing dimly in the light of a neighbor- 
ing lamp, a weak, single-jet arrang:- 
ment, or a feebler Jantern. 

The cholera was terrible enough 
on land, where it could be dealt with 
to some extent, and it was possible 
for those who had money to escape 
from the peril of the outbreak; but 
there were visitations which could 
not be mastered, and these took place 
at sea. I do not know how many 
ships were attacked, nor how many 
lives were lost, because we did not 
always hear of these things on Jand | 
nd the newspapers did not give any} 
pariculars of many cases that hap- 
pened, 

But sometimes an outbreak was so 
awful that the whole country rang 
with it, and such a case was the Bria- 
tus, an emigrant ship which leit 
Liverpool for Quebec in the sprimg ‘ 
1832, She was a sinall sailing vessel, 
and people in those days were worse 
off at sea than cattle are now. They 
had to take most of their own foor 
with them, and cook it as best they 
could. Well, cholera ‘broke out on 
board the Brutus, and day after day 
the terrible disease made havoc 
amongst the poor, terified emigr 

There was practically no medic 
to be had, only a supply of laudunum, 
and this proved a merciful soother i) 
the pains of the dying. But even the 
laudunum was soon finished, and, 
the provisions were running. short 
ind some of the crew had been lost, 
the captain decided to return to L: 
erpool. tHe made his way back, 
when the Brutus anchored in the Me 
sey she had lost nearly a hundred vi 
the people. 

Even at that time, when both L 
don and the country were suffering 
dreadfully from the scourge, peopl 
found time to give attention to the 
case of the cholera-stricken emigra 
ship, because they knew that, how 
ever bad things were on land, they 
were infinitely worse on board a 
crowded vessel, stricken with pesc- 
lence and umbling about on the cruel 


Atlantic. These were the days, re- 
member, when a man nearly always 
made his will before sta ring for A- 
merica. 


During that dreadful cholera time 
I lost a child of my @wn—not trom 
the cholera—and he was buried in the 
churchyard of St. Giles. That is long

A peculiarity of cholera is that i 
comes irrespective of season, Tac 
32 Visitation was in the winter, bat 
we had it in the summer next time, 
which was in i849. Again the dis- 
ease swept through London, and car- 
ried off thoussinds of the terrified peo- 


ther the means nor the money to]ple, very many of whom had not pro- 


kepe clean, as we understand cleanh- 
ness now. It is impossible for he pre- 
sent generationfto realize what those 
early thirties meant, owing to the 
want of sanitation, education and pro- 
per public supervision. Foul little 
dens of attics or bedrooms were 
crowded with men and women and 
children. 

Someimes cight or ten or a dozen 
would be suffocating in the poisonous 
atmosphere of a terrible hole that was 
not fit for two, even if it was fit for 
human beings at all, and I knew of 
many cases where one or ewo peopi 
would be dead of cholera in a squalid 
room, others would be in agonies of 


the disease, and children would be 
erying with fear and clamoring for 
food. 

Uften enough you saw the poor 


little creatures in the streets, famish- 
ing with hunger and almost perishing 
in the. winter's cold; yet even those 
dreadful cases had their bright side, 
because a good many real Christian 
people, roused to action by the ter- 
rible sights they. saw, did all they 
could to lessen the agonies of the sick 
and dying. Each district had its go 
Samaritans, who kept mostly to thei 
own localities, because a disrict: Ws 
practically a town of itself, for there 
fvere no railways, no tramways, 0 
tubes, and few ‘buses. 

From Soho, nowadays, you 
to places like Highgate and 
stead in a few minutes, but in the 
‘thirties these localities were in the 
country and it was quite an under- 
taking to reach them.

The outbreak was appallingly fleree, 
and nothing seemed to stop it, .n 
spite of the Sheree of the doc- 
tors. In one week alone, at the end 
of the’ summer, there were more than 
3,000 fatal cases in London, and 
rather more han three months ove- 
13,000 persons had been caried orf. 
Then the cholera seemed to slacken 
all at onice, and to disapear as piu

Again Twas Inecky ened to escape 
entirely, though people were attacked 
all around me; and [T escaped once 
more in 1806, when, for the third tine, 
T saw the havoc of he epidemic ta 
London. This time it was not so fa- 
ta} and not so terrible, although there 
were hundreds of deaths weekly, be- 
cause sanitary seience had made 
enormous advances, and doctors had 
become better able to grapple with 
muitbreaks. But the great thing was 
that people had become more edu- 
sated, and = were cleaner and more 
soher, Cleanliness and sobriety and 
courage will, 1 am = sure, go far to 
stamp out any disease that can an-
